The long-ta1ked-of organisation of a 

military company among local Hiber- 
nians seems to have assumed a definite 
shape and at the meeting of Divisiou 3 
on Monday night it was determined to 
make the discussion of the matter a 
special order of business at the next 
meeting. 

President Thomas Qninn presided and 
the application* of William Bancroft, 
Patrick Shtehan and Martin Mollcn wer* 
received. The report of the Trtamrer 
showed a balance of |9S0 on hand. 

The matter of organizing the Hiber- 
nian military com|iuiy was then broached 
and after some discussion was made a 
special order of business for the meeting 
to \)e held December 7, wheu a full at- 
tendance is desired. 

It is proposed to organize this company 
from the four local divisions. While a 
majority of the member* of the order 
favor auch an organization, opinion haa 
not been concentrated upon whether it 
should be a company of rifles or swords. 
There arc those who favor an organiza- 
tion similar to the old Hibernian Knights, 
which company until it disbanded made 
a favorable impression in parades, etc. 

Ou the other hand, it is pointed out 
that a company of Hibernian rifles would 
be more up to date, and if the proper 
regulMion* were complied with oonld be 
mnetered Into the Stete service as a 
militia company. In this event the State 
would furnish the arms and the uniforms, 
while the Hibernian rilli s would in turu 
l;e asked to furnish thiir own armorv and 
to do duty as mihlianien in case the 
State called upon them. Not a great many 
years ago there was a company of Irish- 
Americana in Louisville well and favor- 
ably known aa the Sarafield Rifle*. They 
did great aervice for the State and at the 
eame time were regarded with admiration 
by the Iriah-American raaidaots of this 
city and Commonwealth. 

At the next meeting of Division 3 the 
members of all the other divisions are 
expected to be present and to express 
their views on the proposed organization. 
At the same time an organizer will be 
selected and the work of getting the com- 
pany together will be puahad to ooodn- 
aion.

The Hon. John B. Redmond, leader of 
the Iriah party'ia Parliament, viaited the 
city of Limerick last Sunday and was 

given a great ovation. He was met at 
the railroad station by a committee and 
i scorted to the place where the speaking 
was to be held. Every pari.sh in the county 
was represented. In his address the 
Irish lesder deplore<l the resignation of 
William O'Brien and told what a loss he 
would be to the party. He **id if he had 
known of O'Brien'* intention to reeignhe 
wonld have beeonght him not to carry 
ont hi* intention. Contlhuing, Mr. Red- 
mond said that the members of the party 
would renew their efforts to have William 
O'Brien reconsider bis intention, and an- 
nounced that he thought at the coming 
meeting of the Irish Parliamentary party 
and of the Directory of the United Iriah 
League a successful appeal would be 
made to Mr. O'Brien. 

Mr. Redmond atated that the majority 
of tha Iriah party had rapported Mr. 
O'McB'* oondllatory policy, while the 
irrecondlsble section of the landlords 
were mainly trying to counteract that 
policy and were justifying their attitude 
by referring to his estate iu Wexford. He 
said that his property was sold on terms 
which gave the tenants reductions of 40 
per cent, and wiped ont two yeara of ar- 
rears in the rentals, equivalent to sixteen 
and a half yaais' purchase on rents, or 25 
per cent below Griffith's valuation. 

Other speaker* at the meeting were 
Meear*. Patrick Bourke, Mayor Joyce, 
John Barls, Michael Cuddihy and John 
Slattery. ResoUilions were a(lo]ite(! in 
favor of home rule, a Catholic university, 
requesting Mr. O'Brien to reconsider his 
resignation and opposing emigration. 

Mr. Redmond's address made a very 
favorable impression and the feeling 
aeem* to prevail thst Mr. O'Brien will 
reconaider hi* intention to redgn. 

John Cl*ncy, M. P., predded over a 
meeting of Nationalists in Dublin, who 
protested against the importation of rail- 
ing stock from England and Scotland.

Pit* of an unknown origin destroyed 
theold Maaonic Temple building on the 
southwest corner of Fourth and JefTetson 
early Friday morning, entailing a loss of 
more than f400,000 In the destruction 
of the bnildiag the stock and fixtures of 
Fowler Drug Company, the Boston Shoe 
Company, Rodgers & Krull, C. B. Smith'a 
Sons and Byck Bro*. were alao de- 
stroyed as well aa the Hopkina' Theater 
on the uvptt floora of th* building. 

The fire was diabovered ahortly after 
8 o'clock, aad only the prompt work of 
the firemen prevented the destruction of 
the entire block bonnde.l by I'ourth, 
Fifth, Green and Jefferson streets. It is . 
supposed that croeaed electric light wires 
ou the Fourth avenue side of tlu stage 
was responsible for thf fire, though 
this is not definitely known. When tha 
fire was discovered the flames had burst 
through the windows on the Fourth ave- 
nue side. An slarm was st one* sent in. 
Second and third slsrms followed almost 
immediately. 

In twenty minutes after the fire had 
been discovered flames were pouring out 
of every window ia the big building. 
Meanwhile it seemed that the building 
occupied by the English Kitchen would 
also fall a victim to the flames. The 
roomers in this building Werearonaedasd 
escaped to the street in safety. The hsa 
became ao terrific that the' firemen 1^ 
to remove thdr engines from the 
vidnity of the fire. The fire worked 
downward and within an hour after it 
had been discovere<I the floor of the thea- 
ter fell in, destroying the stores beneath. 

Uue of the heayieat loefsr^ yiUfiifm-i 
Fowler Drag Company. 'This firm only 
recently refitted the drug store in the 
northeast corner of the building. The 
new fixtures, indudiitg. a |10,000 soda 
founUin, were totally deatroyed. The 
loss to the Powter Drug Compsny alone 
is cstiiSated . at |SO,000. Henry Heath's 
saw bill|^d,parlora on the second floor on 
the Green street side of the building were 
also destroyed, causing a loss of f:>,Oi)l). 
The handsome jewelry store of Kodgers 
& Krull with its stock worth J25,000 waa 
also consumed. C. B. Smith's Sons, bAt> 
ters, lost a stock of ^5,000. -Tiie toss'to 
the Bostop Shoe Co. waa |20,000 udto 
Byck Bros.' shoe store |16,1)00.~ ?t* 
building is a total loa*. H «/aa adimated 
aa worth #800,000. All of theatoiekeeper* 
were at lea*t partially insureil. Probably 
the greatest sufferers will be the vaude- 
ville stars, who were engaged in the Hop. 
kins Theater, who lost their tyaidrnbe 
and properties. 

The old Masonic Temple was oiieof 
Louisville's landmark*. It waa erected 
more than thirty years ago aiyjl jiiri^gM j| 
that time it haa never been tenantlaa*. 
Many aeerat *oci«tiea had thdr lodge 
aeama on tha nppar floon, while the 
second floor wa* used as a theater and 
the lower floor as store rooms. In days 
long gone by it was the scene of many 
Irish- American festivities.
